ARE EXEMPTED 
MUST REPORT 


Required to Show to Government 
What They Have Done to 
Justify Exemption 


OTTAWA, April 11.—The attention 
of farmers receiving conditional ex- 
emption from military service unt! 
directed to certa.n 
principles which have deen laid down 
by the central appeal judge at Ottawa, 
which apply to all exempted men fa 
this class, 

The need for troops cannot be ex- 
aggerated. On the other hand, the 
necessity for maintaining food pro- 
duction is likewise pressing. The ex- 
emption granted farmers is granted 
solely because of the conviction that 
they are, or may be, more useful in 
food production than as troops at the 
front 

Such exemptions are really in the 
nature of licenses, and on the condi 
tlon that the efforts of a person ex- 
empted for the purpose of assisting in 
food production are such as to justify 
the granting of exemption, All such 
exemptions are for a_ fixed period, 
usually until June 1, or July 1, bus 
in some cases until November. 1, 

In ail such cases, the person ex- 
empted has the privilege of applying 
for an extension of the exemption 
period, when it ought to be shuwn 
what efforts the applicant has made 
and undertaken for the greatest pro- 
duction possible. 

The application for extension should 
be sent 40 the registrar at least twu 
weekg before the date fixed, accom- 
panied with a statement showing the 
total humber of acres in the farm, the 
nunber -of acres of. arable“land, the 
number of acres in grain (oats, wheat, 
bariey, peas, etc.), the number of 
acres in root crop, number of acres in 
hay, number of acres in pasture, etc

If the person is hired help he must 
also furnish the name of his employer

In the case of a farmer's son, it will 
be necessary for him to give a list 
of the members of his family Jiving 
upon the farm, together with any 
hired help employed.

The formaldehyde is used by farm 
ers on their seed wheat to prevent 
smut and the report is that something 
has been added to the formalin that 
will also destroy the seed, Theres are 
various conjectures as to the reason 
or likelihood of such a thing happen- 
ing. It is suggested by some of the 
members of the legislature that possi- 
bly the rumor has been started voy 
alien enemies in order to delay the 
seeding. The remarkable thing abcut 
it is that the telephone calls to the 
departinent came simultaneously from 
almost every part of the province, 

Secure Samples, 

The department immediately con- 
ferred with their new district agents 
and secured samples of formaldehyde 
from every part of the province and 
tests are being made at the three 
schools of agriculture and the Uni- 
versity farm. The provincial analyst 
at the University is also analyzing the 
formaldehyde itself. Some few re- 
ports have come through from the 
schools of agriculture of sprouting, 
but there will be no reports of a de- 
finite nature for some four or five 
days yet. 

The department has secured about 
thirty samples of the formaldehyde 
and wheat and oats treated with the 
formaldehyde thus secured are being 
tested for cermination. 

Advice To Farmers, 

In the meantime, till the result of 
these testa is known, the department 
is advising the farmers to treat their 
seed with bluestone, which is quite 
satisfactory tf thorourhly done. They 
are also trying to find out what sup 
plies of the bluestone are available in 
the West, in cage it ts required, The! 
proportion of bluestone is about one 
pound to ten gallons of water. rhe 
seed should be thoroughly sprinkled 
and left for at least an hour in the 
preparation, 

About twenty-five per cent of the} 
seeding in the south has been com-| 
pleted, but in the north a very small 
proportion. This, of course, changes) 
every day now with the perfect wea-| 
ther. The greatest harm that would) 
seem to be done at the present ume 
by such a rumor is the delay in the| 
seeding which was getting off to aj 
good start with the early spring.

HOW LATORNEL 
MET HIS DEATH 


Enemy Bomb Burst Within Few 
Feet of Edmonton City En- 
gineer While in Camp 


Offictal details of the air raid dur- 


{ing which late City Engineer A. J. La- 


tornel received the wound which re- 
sulted in his death, have been received 
by City Engineer Haddon, the com- 
munication having been forwarded to 
him from the Department of Militla 
and Defence, 

At the time Mr, Latornel was lieu- 
tenant in the 4th Canadian Railway 
troops, who were engaged in work 
behind the front lines, 

The official communication says: 

“On the evening of November 4, 
1917, about 7:17 o'clock, enemy atr- 
craft came over camp of “C" com- 
pany, 4th Battalion Canadian Rail- 
way troops, ut fairly low altitude, and 
when directly overhead they dropped 
three large bombs in quick successlon 
The three bombs hit directly in the 
camp. 

“Lieut. A, J, Latornel was starting 
to run from his tent to a dugout shel- 
ter about 16 yards away when the 
bombs were dropped, He had reached 
about half the distance to his shelter 
when the last bomb exploded about 
80 yards distant He was wounded in 
the right temple and back and was 
rendered unconscious immediately, 

“He was at once removed to No, 36 
Casualty Clearing station about 200 
yards distant, where he immediately 
received medical attention. He re- 
mained practically unconscious from 
the time of his being wounded to the 
date of his death, November 18, 1917. 

“He was buried at the British Mil!- 
tary Hospital cemetery near Zuyd- 
coote.” 


SUFFERED SEVERELY 


Modical Officers and Nurses Be- 
come Casualties While 
Under Fire 


LONDON, April 10.—‘In the recent 
fighting and retirement along the 
Western front, a certain number of 
medical units, such as casualty clear- 
ing stailons, fell into the hands of the 
enemy,’ says a war office announce- 
ment issued this evening. 

“All the medical and nursing per- 
sonnel! of these units and the patients 
were sifely evacuated, none of them 
falling into the hands of the enemy,” 
the announcement adds, 

After saying that the equipment and 
material all had been replaced immed- 
jately and that all the deficiencies in 
personnel, officers, nurses and other 
ranks, had been made good a tribute 
was paid in the announcement to the 
Canadian and Australlan medical au 
thorities for lending medical aid, of- 
fleers and nurses, 


“It Is regretted,” the announcement 
continues, “that in the process of 
evacuating the casualty clearing sta- 
tions a number of casualties occurred 
among the medical and nursing per- 
sonnel, This was Inevitable as the 
units had to be cleared at notice un- 
der heavy fire {n many cases, 

“A surgical team, which very gener- 
ously had been sent to one of our cas- 
clearing stations by a Philadel- 
hia hospital, was heavily bombed and 
twe offieers and one nurse were 
wounded, 

“We hear nothing but praise for the 
unselfish devotion and disregard of 
personal safety by all the medical and 
nursing personnel, The work of 
stretcher-bearers and of motor ambu- 
lance drivers has been exemplary 
throughout.”

Rectification of French Lines 
Gave Germans Little or No Gai 


° 

With the French Army in France, April’10—(By the Associ- 
ated Press)—The pre-arranged rectification of the French lines 
to the south of Barisis gave the Germans scarcely a shadow of 
advantage tactically, while it cost them wholly disproportionate 
losses, Since their advance they have been much harassed by the 
French outposts in the marshlands and have been unable to carry 
out any operations, 

Strong concentrations of German troops have been observed 
behind the German lines at several points today, but their moye- 
ments were greatly interfered with by the French airmen and 
gunners, who left them little peace. 

The second phase of the gigantic battle which now has lasted 
ten days, began on April Ist, after the enemy’s great rush in an 
endeavor to break the communications of the two armies. The 


Germans made two separate efforts on the flanks eastward of 
Arras in the north, and at Orvillers and Plemont in the south. 
Instead of the expected success the Germans have since eyen lost 
some ground at these places,

Sir Robert Borden says the 
government have been trying to 
enforce the Military Service act 
impartially and with consideration 
in every province in the Domin- 
on. If that is a fact they had bet- 
ter turn the job over to a com- 
mission or amend the law, for they 
are not producing results in line 
with the professed intention. 


A Needless Burden. 

The city libraries last month 
loaned 23,973 books for home use. 
Had a fee of 10c per book been 
charged, revenue would have been 
secured amounting to $2,397.30. 
‘The expense “Of conducting the i- 
braries for the month amounted 
to $1,860,96. The libraries, there- 
fore, are shown to be giving a ser- 
vice large cough to make them 
self-sustaining if this modest fee 
were imposed upon those borrow- 
ing books. The necessity of main- 
taining the libraries at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers is thereby 
disproven. 


New Provincial Taxes, 

The province is taking early ep- 
portunity to realise on the reve- 
nue possibilities of the legisla- 
ture’s refusal to allow the city to 
collect income tax from the banks. 
by an amendment of the Corpora- 
tion Tax act the provincial author- 
ities propose to levy upon banks, 
gas companies and power compa- 
nies. Viewed from a local stand- 
point, it is to be hoped that the 
government will have better suc- 
cess in getting money from the 
Northern Alberta Gas Develop- 
nent, Compuny than the city has 
had in trying to get the company 
to deliver gas. It is likewise to he 
trusted that the Hydro-Eleetric 
power company will not be as sue- 
cessful in stalling the provincial 
tax collector as it has been in stal 
ling the enterprise it agreed to 
create, 

Not Beh.g Taken In. 
Red Deer Liberals have not been

|A Mortgage Moratorium. | 

The legislature has recognised | 
the necessity of doing something 
with the moratorium law. This law 
hitherto provided protection to 
anyone belonging to either the ac- 
tive military forces or the reserve 
militia units. It is notorious that 
protection was thereby given to 
hundreds of men who joined the 
reserve units not with any inten- 
tion or expectation of being called 
upon to render military service, 
but in order to secure the safe- 
guards of the act against foreclos- 
ure proceedings. As women and 
invalid men could not join these 
units, the act obviously diserimi- 
nated against those classes in the 
community, who were least able 
to protect themselves. This incon- 
sistency is to be removed by | 
lamendments providing that the | 
| Soldiers’ moratorium shall apply 
to members of active military 
units, but that a general morator- 
ium shall be declared relating to 
mortgages and agreements of sale. 
The intention is that so long as 
interest and taxes are paid, fore- 
closure proceedings under mort- 
| gages and agreements of sale shall 
be suspended while the war is in| 
progress. That perhaps is as fair 
a way to eliminate the inconsisten- 
cies from the previous law as 
could be found. 


Children and Films, 

The provincial secretary ex- 
presses the opinion that 75% of 
the picture shows should not be 
witnessed by children. His per- 
centage appears to be about right. 
As the provincial authorities de- 
cide what films may be presented 
in Alberta a tightening up of the 
censorship is to be looked for. 


That Would Help. 

The farmer’s ability to produce 
on a larger scale depends in great 
degree upon whether he can se- 
cure the necessary working capl- 
tal. His ability to secure capital 
at the banks depends upon his 
prospective profits. If guaranteed 
minimum prices were set for sta- 
ple kinds of farm produce the 
| standing of the farmer at the bank

What For? ~ 

The city council has decided to 
investigate as to how much money } 
has been spent and how much 
work done by the Hydro-Electric | 
company.

Substitue Prices and ' | 
Wheat Saving. 

The success of the effort to get | 
people to eat corn, oat, barley and 
rye products and thus save wheat 
depends in the nature of things 
very largely on whether these sub- 
stitutes are cheaper than wheat 
products, There is nothing very 
strange or novel in that to any- 
body outside the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, Just what the minister- 
ial comprehension has not been 
able to grasp the idea so far is a 
mystery. Now that the food con- 
trol department announces that it 
intends to start controlling, it is 
possible that some recognition | 
may be given to the fact that peo- 
ple in Canada in these days do not | 
eat exactly what they want to eat, 
but to some extent, what they can 
afford to eat. 


As to the Gas Company. 

The superintendent of the city 
| waterworks system reports that 
he has been offered a supply of 
pipe sufficient to lay the gas main 
from the Viking wells to the city, 
and suggests that the offer be 
turned over to the company, This 
disposes of the argument that the 
enterprise cannot be carried to 
completion because pipe: cannot 
be secured, There remains the ex- 
euse that the Dominion Govern- 
ment cancelled the company's 
borrowing powers by order-in-

MR. O'CONNOR'S RESIGNATION 
From Toronto Globe (Unionist): 

Mr. W. F. O'Connor, Canada's Cost 
of Living Commissioner, has resigned, 
The man whose persistent probing 
Wag responsible for startling revela- 
tions concerning the operations of 
corporate food hoarders and foot 
profiteers and brought about better 
regulation of cold-storage warehouses 
and their operations, has relinquished 
his public post. In view of the pub- 
lished threats of certain interests to 
“get that man O'Connor,” Parliamen- 
tary publicity should be given to the 
circumstances which brought about 
his retirement. 

There is an ominous suggestion tn 
one of the Ottawa dispatches concern- 
ing them. The correspondent wires: 

“Mr. O'Connor declined to discuss
